DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

1. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1, 5-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Heyraud. 
Heyraud discloses a hand held torque wrench with features of the claimed invention 

including a first section (figure 1, element 1) having a display means (element 6) to show an 
applied torque, a second section (element 2) having means for grasping a desired object, means 
for connecting two sections together, which include a strain gauge load cell related to the display 
means (see also claim 1). 

Although, Heyraud's device appears to be versatile and can be used in any application, he 
does not specifically recite the application of his device to a container enclosure. It would have 
been obvious however, for a skilled artisan at the time of the invention to use his device for any 
reasonable intention including an enclosure of a container. Because when all fundamental 
elements of an apparatus claim are presented in a prior art, the mere application of the device in a 
specific environment fails to provide for an unobvious advantage or a patentable distinction . 

Regarding claim 5, the second section has a depending closure gripping device. 

Regarding claim 6, the closure has an opening. 
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3. Claims 2-4 and 7 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 

4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicants 
disclosure.
